The second 
class to be elimii*ated are those in certain 
occupations which the provost general

the classes of occupation that may be 
eliminated but probably not as a class 
will be miners, farmers and munition 
makers. 
The third class to be eliminated 
will be those having dependents, llow far 
this elimination will go is not known. The 
draft will be made on a basis of popula­ 
tion. 
It is probable that Pennsylvania 
will be asked for from 40,000 to 45,000 
for the first draft. 
We will ask each of 
the 2S1 boards to furnish us with abcut 
an equal number to fill that quota.

will mean about 150 to 1G0 from each 
board, for the population is about equally 
divided among the 2S1 boards.

ator for all kinds of young and old 
poultry; and when the weather will 
permit, both the fowls and the little 
chicks should be out in the sunshine 
on the ground, though care must be 
taken that the little ones do not get 
chilled. 


When the turkey is ready to bring 


off a hatch, it is advisable to place a 
wire screen or some enclosure over 
her so that she cannot leave the nest 
until the hatch Is complete; otherwise 
she will sometimes leave with the first 
few poults hatched, leaving the others 
to die in the shells.

Hunting the "Blue Tiger'! 


With the Mercury at 150 


Not the Greatest Sport 


Hunting for tiger in a climate where 


the temperature at midday registers 
150 degrees and at night 95, and where 
the humidity approximates 95, would 
not be considered sport exactly by the 
everyday citizen. Yet it is only one of 
the conditions with which Mr. and 
Mrs. Roy C. Andrews had to contend 
in leading the Asiatic zoological expe- 
dition of the American Museum of 
Natural History. 


Organized early in 1916 for the pur- 


pose of collecting zoological and eth- 
nological material in 
southeastern 


China, the members of the expedition 
went to Fukien province, where the 
first real collecting was to begin. The 
account of their progress says in part: 


"One of the special objects of the 


expedition was to obtain, if possible, 
specimens of the 'blue tiger.' Mr. An- 
drews was fortunate in making the ac- 
quaintance of Rev. Harry R. Caldwell, 
a missionary, who, having seen two of 
these animals during his residence In 
that region, was the first to give au- 
thentic reports of the presence of this 
species of tiger. Members on two oc- 
casions had the blue tiger almost with- 
in reach, but he could not be induced 
to come out into view from the grass, 
which would have given an oppor- 
tunity for a shot. During their stay 
in this province, however, they secured 
about 350 birds and 150 mammals, 
which have already been received at 
the museum. 


"While in the vicinity of Li-Chiang 


the expedition worked for seven weeks 
on the slopes of a mountain 18,000 feet 
high, and during that time collected 
more than 1,100 mammals, which indi- 
cates the richness of the fauna. Among 
other specimens, they secured five gor- 
als and four serows. Both of these 
animals are exceedinly rare and dif- 
ficult to obtain. A large percentage of 
the mammals secured here will un- 
doubtedly prove new to science, since 
no zoologist has previously visited this 
region."

You may think of the war nursing 


service as a pyramid. The apex, which 
alone conies in contact with the fight- 
ing forces, is the small group of pro- 
fessional nurses. Behind these comes 
a slightly smaller group of nurses' 
aids, nonprofessional women selected 
from the Red Cross training classes, 
who will have charge of the house- 
keeping arrangements of the hospitals, 
and who will also to some extent be 
permitted to give nursing attention to 
soldiers in convalescent homes and 
camps, says the Red Cross Magazine. 


But the base and most of the super- 


structure of the pyramid are the tens 
of thousands of capable women «very- 
where in the United States—in the big 
cities and the small towns and on the 
farms—who will keep the small pro- 
fessional service supplied with hospital 
necessities, attending in various capac- 
ities to their manufacture, collection, 
packing and shipment to central de- 
pots.

The breeding pens in all kinds of 
poultry should be mated now, even if 
eggs are not minted for hatching for 
two weeks or more. 
The spare cockerels from the early- 
hatched broods sell readily for broil­ 
ers, if they are well grown and fat, 
when they are eight to ten weeks old. 
The way to avoid competition with 
the majority, is to hatch early and 
have poultry products to sell When 
the majority has nothing to sell. 
A good hen, well housed and in 
proper condition, will give better re­ 
turns for some nice alfalfa chopped up 
with hot water poured over it, than 
will any other bird or animal on the 
farm. 
The inexperienced man or woman 
who starts with a few birds generally 
grows into the poultry business. 
An 
inexperienced person who starts out 
with a lot of birds and an expensive 
house generally gets scratched out of, 
the business. 
Be sure to kill the lice on all sitting 
hens by dusting them frequently and 
thoroughly with lice-kililng powder, 
filling their plumage to thp skin in ev­ 
ery case. 
The last dusting shouLd 
take place three days before the eggs 
are due to hatch. 
Outdoor exercise is a great invigor- 
ator for ail kinds of young and old 
poultry; and when the weather will 
permit, both the fowls and the little 
chicks should be out in the sunshine 
on the ground, though care must be 
taken that the little ones do not get 
chilled. 
When the turkey is ready to bring 
off a hatch, it is advisable to place a 
wire screen or some enclosure over 
her so that she cannot leave the nest 
until the hatch is complete; otherwise 
she will sometimes leave with the first 
few poults hatched, leaving the others 
to die in the shells.

Hunting the “ Blue Tiger” 
With the Mercury at 150 
Not the Greatest Sport 


Hunting for tiger in a climate where 
the temperature at midday registers 
150 degrees and at night 95, and where 
the humidity approximates 95, would 
not be considered sport exactly by the 
everyday citizen. Yet it is only one of 
the conditions with which Mr. and 
Mrs. Roy 0. Andrews had to contend 
in leading the Asiatic zoological expe­ 
dition of the American Museum of 
Natural History. 
Organized early in 1916 for the pur­ 
pose of collecting zoological and eth­ 
nological 
material 
in 
southeastern 
China, the members of the expedition 
went to Fukien province, where the 
first real collecting was to begin. The 
account of their progress says in part: 
“One of the special objects of the 
expedition was to obtain, if possible, 
specimens of the ‘blue tiger.’ Mr. An­ 
drews was fortunate in making the ac­ 
quaintance of Rev. Harry R. Caldwell, 
a missionary, who, having seen two of 
these animals during his residence in 
that region, was the first to give au­ 
thentic reports of the presence of this 
species of tiger. Members on two oc­ 
casions had the blue tiger almost with­ 
in reach, but he could not be induced 
to come, out into view from the grass, 
which would have given an oppor­ 
tunity for a shot. 
During their stay 
in this province, however, they secured 
about 350 birds and 150 mammals, 
which have already been received at 
the museum. 
“While in the vicinity of Li-Chiang 
the expedition worked for seven weeks 
on the slopes of a mountain 18,000 feet 
high, and during that time collected 
more than 1,100 mammals, which indi­ 
cates the richness of the fauna. Among 
other specimens, they secured five gor- 
als and four serows. 
Both of these 
animals are exceedinly rare and dif­ 
ficult to obtain. A large percentage of 
the mammals secured here will un­ 
doubtedly prove new to science, since 
no zoologist has previously visited this 
region.”

You may think of the war nursing 
service as a pyramid. The apex, which 
alone comes in contact with the fight­ 
ing forces, is the small group of pro­ 
fessional nurses. Behind these comes 
a slightly smaller group of nurses’ 
aids, nonprofessional women selected 
from the Red Cross training classes, 
.who will have charge of the house­ 
keeping arrangements of the hospitals, 
and who will also to some extent be 
permitted to give nursing attention to 
soldiers in convalescent homes and 
camps, says the Red Cross Magazine. 
But the base and most of the super­ 
structure of the pyramid are the tens 
of thousands of capable women •every­ 
where In the United States—In tho big 
cities and the small towns and on the 
farms—who will keep the small pro­ 
fessional service supplied with hospital 
necessities, attending in various capac­ 
ities to their manufacture, collection, 
packing and shipment to central de­ 
pots. 
Here the average woman must 
find her opportunity. 
The sacrifice 
of time and money for such service is 
not as inspiring as the direct ministra­ 
tion to mangled and bleeding men in 
khaki—the movies will not pay so 
much attention to it—but who shall 
say that because of its prosaic drudg­ 
ery it is not after all the more heroic? 
Who 
can 
measure 
the 
patriotism 
which will keep women on lonely 
farms day after day bending over this 
work, with none to applaud or even to 
know of the loving care put into those 
stitches? 


One American company alone, the 
American Steel Export company of 
New York, has sent to Europe since 
the beginning of the war more than 
12,000 tons of barbed wire, which in 
its way is as effective as machine gun­ 
fire in stopping the rushes of German 
troops.

URGED TO EAT MORE RABBITS 


English People Asked to Make Uat of 


Wild Animals and Birds to Re- 


Hevt Food Shortage. 


It has been suggested by the food 


controller that niord use should be 
made of the wild animals and birds 
which abound In the country, says a 
writer in the London Mail. Rabbits, 
wood pigeons and sparrows have been 
specially mentioned. 


All three are a plague in the country 


today, and to make a systematic raid 
on them for food purposes would serve 
two useful ends. 
Rabbits are eaten 


chiefly between harvest time and the 
end of March, but they drift to the 
kitchen at all seasons. By systematic 
snaring or trapping great numbers 
could be available as a regular supply 
for the people of a district or for dis- 
patch to the towns. 


Wood pigeons as well as rabbits 


were recommended by the board of ag- 
riculture soon after the outbreak of 
war as forming "an excellent meat 
diet." 
Wood pigeons, or ring doves, 


abound in all wooded districts in au- 
tumn, winter and early spring, but 
they are exceedingly difficult birds to 
bring down in any number owing to 
their extreme cunning. It is only by 
well concerted shoots extending over 
a wide area that a supply of pigeons 
can be obtained. Through lack of men 
able to take part in such shoots no ap- 
preciable difference has been made in 
the number of wood pigeons during the 
war. 
For the table they are cooked 


as a rule in a pie with a few pieces 
of beef or salt pork.

Add the other ingredients in the order 
given, transfer into a well-buttered 
mold or pan and bake for 30 minutes. 
Serve it with desired sauce. When 
cold, it may be sliced, dipped in flour, 
and fried as any flsh is, or it may be 
cut into cubes, combined with diced 
lobster, and served with white sauce; 
or it may be combined with cubes of 
roast veal and heated in brown gravy, 
or with bits of cooked cauliflower and 
celeriac.

All three are a plague in the country 
I today, and to make a systematic raid 
on them for food purposes would serve 
two useful ends. 
Rabbits are eaten 
chiefly between harvest time and the 
end of March, but they drift to the 
kitchen at all seasons. By systematic 
snaring or trapping great numbers 
could be available as a regular supply 
for the people of a district or for dis­ 
patch to the towns. 
Wood pigeons as well as rabbits 
were recommended by the board of ag­ 
riculture soon after the outbreak of 
war as forming “an excellent meat 
diet.” 
Wood pigeons, or ring doves, 
abound in all wooded districts in au­ 
tumn, winter and early spring, but 
they are exceedingly difficult birds to 
bring down in any number owing to'| 
their extreme cunning.

At the same time, criticism is a necessary 
part of human life, just as acid is an element of food or the bitter taste 
an ingredient in the flavor of coffee. 


But the glass house is not only fragile but transparent. You criti- 


cize your neighbor and your neighbor begins to look into and through your 
edifice. Judge and you will be judged. Your house of glass throws your 
life open to the world. You see something awry when you peer into the 
glass windows of the other's house, but he sees more that is questionable 
in you. 


Your glass house shields you from neither missiles nor criticism. To 


live in a glass house must be uncomfortable, since glass is not the proper 
material to use in constructing a comfortable dwelling. 
No one would 


think of calling it a home. Light comes through the roof and floor, wall 
and wall. In the glass house you have no privacy. You can see in all 
directions, but you can be seen from all directions, too. If the glass of 
your house were adamant you would find your vitrified dwelling uncom- 
fortable. It could be no place for the human soul. Nevertheless, whfole 
cities are now being built of glass houses. The house may look as though 
it were made of brick or concrete, but in reality it is a dwelling of glass, 
where no private life is possible.

Your house of glass throws your 
life open to the world. 
You see something awry when you peer into the 
glass windows of the other’s house, but lie sees more that is questionable 
in you. 
Your glass house shields you from neither missiles nor criticism. To 
live in a glass house must be uncomfortable, since glass is not the proper 
material to use in constructing a comfortable dwelling. 
No one would 
think of calling it a home. Light comes through the roof and floor, wall 
and wall. 
In the glass house you have no privacy. 
You can see in all 
directions, but you c?vn be seen from all directions, too. 
If the glass of 
your house were adamant you would find your vitrified dwelling uncom­ 
fortable. 
It could be no place for the human soul. 
Nevertheless, whble 
cities are now being built of glass houses. The liouSe may look as though 
it were made of brick or concrete, but in reality it is a dwelling of glass, 
where n<3 private life is possible.

balls, etc., etc. And of course, I must get 
some outside eats once in a while, such 
as chocolates, cakee and ice cream. I cer- 
tainly miss the banquets in the 4'ltem" 
office. If "Hobby", Storm or Dicks were 
here they could make a mint. New 
shacks are going up in Youngstown daily, 
aud everyone knows how to charge. A 
dose of salts cost one chap 15 cents, and 
everything else in the lone drug store is 
correspondingly high. Haircuts bring 35 
cts. Keep this away from Geo. A. K. 
and Geo. F. B , BO they may not be 
tempted to raise. We are all taken for 
millionaires, since the "Philly" papers 
boasted so many of their celebrities in 
camp. But be all this as it may, it is a 
baautiful place to be stationed; and it is 
b jund to become even more attractive as 
sSfcimer draws on—and the pay comes in! 


This has been a decidly hard week on 


us. Wo have practically very little time 
l^ft to ourselves. Heretofore, we had 
trom 4 30 to 5.59 to write letters, etc., but 
a new order calls for a parade every even- 
ing at 5.15. 
So till we get in from phy- 


sical exercise and get ready for the parade 
we bave hardly a minute left to ourselves. 
From 7 to 9 o'clock the officers bee that 
we study, and from 9 to 9 30 we make our 
beds. Lights out at9.45(Tape). From 
12.30 to 1 30 is about all the time we have 
off in a day. 


This is the last week of the first five 


weeks preliminary training.* An exam, 
will be handed us on Friday next. Satur 
day, the Artillery is slated to go to Syra- 
cuse, N. Y. I hope to go with the Field 
Artillery tho I regret to leave this very 
pretty spot. It is also likely that we may 
go to Fort Myer, at Washington. Rumors 
of every nature are rampant hereabout 
We'll wait and see. There won't be any 
necessity for me to get married after thia 
training. You ought to see me sweep out 
police quarters, sew on buttons, and sling 
sheets and blankets! I'm already a past 
grand master in these three departments 
of domestic science! I've turned boot 
black too! Shoes must be shined for Re- 
treat every evening. Shaves and shower 
bathe are but matters of minutes. Every- 
thing runs on schedule, aud we boys are 
being turned into mechanical toys of the 
first order. Tbe instructors are endeavor- 
ing to make officers worth while. They 
figure that as are we, GO will be the first 
500,000 for the most part. Obedience and 
respect are two qualities we are taught to 
possess toward our superiors. I might 
say that the officers in training believe 
they will bave a hard proposition in 
handling and training the 500,000 drafted 
men; the regular officers believe this too; 
and tboronesa in the training is demanded 
of every one of ns here, so that we can 
teach aright those to come under our 
charge. Only 40 per cent, or less, will be 
selected for commission. It's up to the 
fellows to do the best they can. If I'm 
selected I'll be glad; and if I'm not I'll 
have to make the most of it 
Our army 


instructors tell us the situation is more 
serious than most people think. 
We've 


been sticking bayonets into improvised 
straw stuffed bags torsos of men. It's a 
gory thot to run a bayonet thru a poor 
devil lying on the gronnd and then to 
plant your foot on his chest to draw out 
your weapon for the purpose of lunging 
it at another Bosche coming at yon from 
the front, but so it goes in training—with 
all gory thots to be left in the background.

Sprinkle with powdered 
suiriir and when well cooked on the 
bottom set in the oven to cook on top. 


Mushroom Omelet—Fry a few thin- 


ly sli.vd mushrooms in butter and 
spread them over a plain omelet just 
before folding it. Serve a few mush- 
rooms finely chopped and cooked in 
butter In a white sauce to accompany 
the omelet. 


Asparagus 
Omelet—Break 
three 


eggs in a bowl, add a little white pep- 
per aud salt and beat them slightly, 
add two tablespoonfuls of cream, thick 
and sweet, and pour the mixture into 
a frying pan containing hot butter. 
With a spatula rapidly stir the egg, 
from all parts of the pan. letting the 
uncooked portion run down to be 
cooked in its turn. 
As soon as the 


mass begins to set it Is ready to fold. 
Have a few spoonfuls of tender tips 
of asparagus cooked and hot, well sea- 
soned with butter and salt. Spread 
this over the omelet, fold and serve 
at once.

green pepper and olives, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, half a teaspoonful of 
paprika, one-third of a cupful of olive 
oil, and a fourth of a cupful of vinegar; 
pour this over the chilled beans, mix 
thoroughly and turn upon a chilled 
serving dish. Garnish with slices of 
pickled beet and sprigs of parsley. 


Creole Rice.—Remove the stems and 


seeds from two red peppers and chop 
fine; peel a large, mild onion and chop 
it fine; chop fine one-fourth of a pound 
of lean ham, cooked or not, as con- 
venient. Melt three tablespoonfuls of 
butter In a saucepan, add pepper, 
onion, ham, and stir without discol- 
oring the vegetables until the moisture 
is 
absorbed. Add 
one 
cupful 
of 


blanched rice and stir and cook about 
five minutes, then add three cupfuls of 
broth, or a teaspoonful of beef extract 
dissolved In three cupfuls of boiling 
wa-ter and let cook covered about half 
an hour; add three or four tomatoes, 
cut in small pieces and a teaspoonful 
of salt; cover and let cook until the 
grains of the rice are tender. Lightly 
stir in with two forks, ihree table- 
spoonfuls of butter in bits; let stand 
five minutes, covered. 
Serve as a 


hearty dish for sapper or luncheon. 


Scotch Gingerbread.—Sift together 


two cupfuls of flour, half a cupful of 
grunulatc'l sugar, half a teaspoonful 
of soda, one teaspoonful of bak'ng 


i powder, three-fourths of a teaspoonful 
| of cinnamon, half a teaspoonful of 


mace or nutmeg, and a fourth of a 
teaspoonful of salt; add half a cupful 
of seeded raisins, half a cupful of 
sliced ginger and a fourth of a cupful 
of blanched almonds chopped fine. 
Heat a cupful each of molasses and 
shortening to the boiling point nnd 
stir into the dry ingredients. A('d 
lastly two well-beaten eggs. Bakt%ln 
a sheet one-half hour. 


Rice Cups.—Prepare a thick custard 


by boiling a cupful of rice until dry 
and tender, stirring in a well-beaten 
egg, a tablespoonful of sugar, a few 
drops of vanilla and two tablespoon- 
fuls of cream; beat until light and 
pour Into shallow cups to mold. When 
firm, unmold and remove, the center 
of each cup, filling the depression with 
sliced peaches; cover .the tops with 
whipped cream and serve.

So Philip Nolan had his wish ful­ 
filled. Poor fellow* he repented of his 
folly, and then, like a man, submitted 
to the fate he had asked for. 
He nev­ 
er intentionally added to the difficulty 
or delicacy of the charge of those who 
had him in hold. 
Accidents would 
happen; but they never happened from 
his fault. Lieutenant Truxton told me 
that when Texas wds annexed, there 
was a careful discussion among the 
officers, whether they should get hold 
of Nolan’s handsome set of maps, and 
cut Texas out of it, from the map 
of the world and the map of Mexico. 
The United States had been cut out 
when the atlas was bought for him. 
But it was voted rightly enough, that 
to do this would be virtually to reveal 
to him what had happened, or, as 
Harry Cole said, to make him think 
Old Burr had succeeded. 
So it was 
from no fault of Nolan’s that a great 
botch happened at my own table, when, 
for a short time, I was in command of 
the George Washington corvette, on 
the South American station. W e were 
lying in the La Plata, and some of the 
officers, who had been on shore, and 
had just joined again, were entertain­ 
ing us with accounts of their misad­ 
ventures in riding the half-wild horses 
of Buenos Aires. 
Nolan was at table, 
and was in an unusually bright and 
talkative mood. 
Some story of a tum­ 
ble reminded him of an adventure of 
his own, when he was catching wild 
horses in Texas with his brother Steph­ 
en, at a time when he must have been 
quite a boy. 
He told the story with 
a good deal of spirit—so much so, that 
the silence which often follows a good 
story hung over the table for an in­ 
stant, to be broken by Nolan himself. 
For he asked, perfectly unconsciously, 
“Pray, what has become of Texas? 
After the Mexicans got their independ­ 
ence, I thought that province of Texas 
would come forward very fast. 
It is 
really one of the finest regions on 
earth; it is the Italy of this continent. 
But I have not seen or heard a word 
of Texas for near twenty years.” 
There were two Texan officers at the 
table. The reason he had never heard 
of Texas was that Texas and her af­ 
fairs had been painfully out of his 
newspapers since Austin began his 
settlements; so that, while he read of 
Honduras and Tamaulipas, and, till 
quite lately, of California, this virgin 
province, in which his brother had 
traveled so far and, I believe, had died, 
had ceased to be with him. 
Walters 
and Williams, the two Texas men, 
looked grimly at each other, and tried 
not to laugh. Edward Morris had his 
attention attracted by the third link 
in the chain of the captain’s chan­ 
delier. Watrous was seized with a con­ 
vulsion of sneezing. 
Nolan himself 
saw that something was to pay, he did 
not know what. And I, as master of 
the feast, had to say: 
“ Texas is out of the map, Mr. No­ 
lan. Have you seen Captain Back’s 
curious account of Sir Thomas Roe’s 
Welcome?” 
After that cruise I never saw No­ 
lan again. 
I wrote to him at least 
twice a year, for in that voyage we 
became even confidentially intimate f 
but he never wrote to me. The other 
men tell me that in those fifteen years 
he aged very fast, as well he might 
indeed, but that he was still the same 
gentle, uncomplaining, silent sufferer 
that he ever was, bearing as best he 
could his self-appointed punishment, 
rather less social, perhaps, with new 
men whom he did not know, but more 
anxious, apparently, than ever to serve 
and befriend and teach the boys, some 
of whom fairly seemed to worship him. 
And now it seems the dear old fellow 
Is dead. 
He has found a home at 
last, and a country. 
Since writing this, and while con­ 
sidering whether or no I would print 
it, as a warning to the young of today 
of what it is to throw away a country, 
I have received from Danforth, who is 
vn board the Levant, a letter which 
Mves an account of Nolan’s last hours. 
To understand the first words of the 
letter, 
the 
nonprofessional 
reader 
t houid remember that after 1817 the 
position of every officer who had No­ 
lan in charge was one of the greatest 
delicacy. 
The government had failed 
to renew the order of 1807 regarding 
him. 
What was a man to do? 
Should 
he let him go? 
What, then, if he 
were called to account by the depart- 
nent for violating the order of 1807? 
I hould he keep him? What, then, if 
’ olan should be liberated some day, 
; ad should btfng an action for false 
i iiprlsonment or kidnaping against ev- 
i ry man who had had him in charge? 
) urged and pressed this upon South- 
: rd, and I have reason to think that 
other officers did the same thing. But 
the secretary Always said, as they so 
often do at Washington, that there 
were no special orders to give, and 
that we must act on our own judg­ 
ment. That means, “If you succeed, 
you will be sustained; if you fail, you. 
will be disavowed.” Well, as Danforth 
says, all that is over now, though I 
do not know but I expose myself to a 
criminal prosecution on the evidence 
of the very revelation I am imiking. 
Here 1« the letter: 


“Levant, 2° 2* S. @> 131* W. 
“ Dear Fred—I try to find heart and 
life to tell you that it is all over with 
dear old Nolan. I have been with him 
on tliig voyage more than I ever was, 
and I can understand wholly now the 
way in which you used to speak of the 
dear old fellow. I could see that he 
was not strong, but I had no idea that 
the end was so near. 
The doctor had 
been watching him very carefully, afid 
yesterday morning came to me and 
told me that Nolan was not so well, 
and had not left his 
stateroom—n* 
thing I never remember before. 
He 
had let the doctor come and see him as 
he lay there, the first time the doctor 
had been in the stateroom, and he said 
he should like to see me. Oh, dear I 
do you remember the mysteries we 
boys used to invent about his room, in 
the old Intrepid days? Well, I went 
in, and there, to be sure, the poor fel­ 
low lay In his berth, smiling pleasant­ 
ly as he gave me his hand, but look­ 
ing very frail. I could not help a 
glance round, which showed me what 
a little shrine he had made of the box 
he was lying in. 
The stars and stripes 
were triced up above and around a 
picture of Washington, and he had 
painted a majestic eagle, with light­ 
nings blazing from his beak and his 
foot just clasping the whole globe, 
which his wings overshadowed. 
The 
dear old boy saw my glance, and said, 
with a sad smile, ‘Here, you see, I have 
a country!’ And then he pointed to 
the foot of his bed, where I had not 
seen before a great map of the United 
States, as he had drawn it from mem­ 
ory, and which he had there to look 
upon as he lay. 
Quaint, queer old 
names were on it, in large letters: 
‘Indiana Territory,’ ‘Mississippi Ter­ 
ritory,’ and ‘Louisiana,’ as I supposed 
our fathers learned such things; but 
the old lellow had patched in Texas, 
too; he had carried his western boun­ 
dary all the way to the Pacific, but on 
that shore he had defined nothing. 
“ ‘Oh, Danforth,’ he said, ‘I know I 
am dying. 
I cannot get home. 
Sure­ 
ly you will tell me something now? 
Stop! stop! 
Do not speak till I say 
what I am sure you know, that there

in America—God bless her!—a more 
loyal man than I. There cannot be a 
man who lyves the old flag as I do, or 
prays for it as I do, or hopes for it as 
I do.
